coinplflte repose and forbade him even 
to receive Ht«* usual daily report on 
Vatican affairs. 
The condition of the pope improved 
considerably toward evening. 
At 5:30 
Ids physician announced that the fever 
was decreasing. 
An official statement on the pope’s 
condition published In the Osservatoro 
Romano, says: 
"Tho holy 
father lum been indis­ 
posed with a relapse of Influenza. His 
condition is causing no anxiety, but 
he requires much rest." 
Must Not Leave Bed. 
Although 
the 
pope's 
temperature 
bad diminished somewhat during the 
forenoon, the patient remained in bed, 
the doctors 
in attendancu 
insisting 
that he must not rise. 
Tin* only persons besides th* 
phy* 
sieians who wen* permitted to s* e tho 
pope were Cardinal Merry Del Val, the 
pa[tal secretary of stat»-, and the sis- 
tcra and a niece of flu* pontiff. 
No official bulletin Isas been issued 
concerning Ills condition, but a report 
Is in circulation that Hu 
relapse he 
suffered was due to an aff* ction of 
the kidneys. 
in connection with the relapse suf­ 
fer«*! by th** pope, It. is reported here 
that in consequence of the two long 
receptions of pilgrims given by him, 
he was overcome by cxtr* me fatigue. 
Lies Hours Without Moving. 
These receptions obliged til«' js)ntiff 
to remain for m verul hours without 
moving 
In the course of the eve­ 
ning hw suffered a slight fainting fit, 
and Dr Andrea Mici, who was in at­ 
tendance, had him put to bed and in­ 
jected a strengthening remedy. 
After a few minutes the pope recov­ 
ered consciousness und spoke to those 
surrounding him. 
By the? doctor’s Instructions the pope 
will remain in bed, suspending all his 
habitual occupations until further or­ 
ders.
